CRSKSULF 1 - Arrart and Planned Expulsion a t vtosaf URBAN, Rains 
nomoi ant Firans HASCHIA 

1. on 3 March Onngulf 1 disslciaad that Joaaf URIAH, Rains PROS, ICR 
and Frans HASCHIA, uholssala IntsUlgsaos sarchaota, wra arraatad hr polica 
at Abtailuag I of Aha Poliaaidlrcktio* Rian lata in February, and arc cur* 
rcntly baing hold In Jail ponding tha laauanca of an ordar far thair arpul- 
alas fro* Austria. Tha arraata vara aarclad oat in oomaotlsa sith a ga natal 
laraatlgatlnn by Abtalltag Z of garbaga oollaatiaa orga nisat i on s oparuting 

in tha Tiaana araa. Orcngalf 1 arpl a in a d that tha Staatspollsai haoaaa in- 
taraatad la thaaa organisations following a Mrlaa of arraata hr tha Ssslats 
of youag Austrians aho saxa caufht " lurkin g aruund" Sosiat Ins ta llatio ns in 
• March of dlsoaidod doamanta and aorcaspsadsass* It saa know that aavanl 
organisations sarc lnvolTSd In thaaa opsrutlona aid that as intaaaa rivalry 
had oral aaoag thw, to tha sxtaa* that aaaharc of ana gw* vara opaoly 
dsaowaiag and daf airing thaaa af another* It saa aaauaad that tha Soriata 
had haw abls to dsTalop a pratty good lina w tha organisations and thair 
awbsrs, and that a protaat maid shortly ha fsrtheoaiag If atapa saro not 
takw to raatvain thaaa organisations, or at laast to gat thw to oarry out 
thair sork noro quietly. 

2, Ih tha ooorsa of follsidng up a rootina load, oaa af PSxmoroSR'a 
polica invastlgatora vlaitad a Floona flat in sttoh ba fowd URBAN, ntOZZJCH 
and HASQIXA in oonfsimos. Rhsa ba askad tha thrca to asoospoiqr hi* to tha 
Pollaaidircktion Rian for rcutlno quaa^ning, URBAN nportadly protaatad on 
tha basis that "both MSNOULF 1 and Ur.NJBflltllWOi has all about as and *y 
aotislttsa, and If yon swt to know an ythin g, jou should ask than." to fact, 
ha said, ha had bow working "undar dUBRItl l'a pro tactic nP far saua tins. 
FROKLICB quiokly intarjaotad that ha anjayad tha saaa protection. Tha lurcatl- 
gator Millad this osar briefly, and than deddsd to tan tha thraa of thw in 
anywy, just to ba on tha aafa aids. On lea rning of tha arraata and af URBAN’ a 
marks, PETS HI, IN ^HR lwdlatsly notified TRDMU1F 1, Takw aback by this, 
rpjnrmur 1 questioned his subordinates and aoou tamed that one of his 
orlxlsal polica agents (unwed) had, in faot, baan in touch with tha URBAN 
groups aai on his own initiative, had "vary probably" given thw an aaaumnoa 
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of protection In the event of trouble* A decision wee quickly retched by 
^KSnilF 1 end PETERLtflOER that the three mast be deported, lest both officials 
be aeriously compromised to the Soviets me a result of URBAN* ■ indiscretion* 

3* OilittOULF 1 Mid that "several pe riles* hsd already found out about 
the arrests end had made representations on behalf of URBAN, one of these 
be Identified ae Ool, AdaaH&'^XCZKT, a representative of emigte Polish in- 
telligence In Austria* HUDNXCSKI, he said, had lodged a direst protest, and 
bad intimated that If the sen were not released at his request, be would have 
to "take the natter up with the Allies, who also have an interest in the 
group"* OftSMULf 1 remitted that he did not vent to beeone involved in a 
disagr eeme nt with the Western services In this oase, but that he could see 
no alternative to. going ahead with expulsion proceeding** (NQTSt la the 
aeetlng of U March (USMOtiF 1 indicated that ths ORA<UTS had also expressed 
ooneern with respect to URBAN* e status* Hesald that "the/ now plained te 
have told hln of their Interest in URBAN sows aonthe ago* "But If they did 9 , 
bs stated, "1 can't rmteeber it — however. It would not have wade any dif- 
ference even if I had knew about it, because as it tamed out the arrests 
were completely accidental. 11 ) 

li* OfuanuL? 1 said that he will somehow find s way to convince these 
parties that he is forced to exp ell URBAN and hie friends* However, a point 
of major oonoenx to him is the possible effects the expulsion wight have on 
his developing relationship with UTIL2TT. It has been fairly slearly es- 
tablished that ths URBAN group has been working for the UPPER organisation, 
among others* ntUBTrULF 1 expressed the fear that his sehsdulsd westing with 
UTD.rrr on the 20th of this month would get of f te a bad start if UTHJTT 
thought that ths expulsion hsd been ordered arbitrarily or nalid oue l y* 
therefore, nRg*r*ULF 1 aeld, he would appreciate It if we would undertake to 
moth the way by briefing DHL ITT on the reasons for ths expulsion, and 
explaining that them la no aocep table alternative to it* I replied that I 
would he glad to discos# this request with ny seniors and advise him of 
our decision* 

5 * cm the advlee of DttP, I teld ORSTULF 1 on k Murth that we would 
go along with the request, and ecked him for a restatemmxt of the preeise 
story bs would like to have us give UTIL ITT. He repeated the sabetanoe of 
paragraphs 1 and 2, above, adding that URBAN and FROHJUN have been advised 
of the expulsion decision sad that both have premised that they will "wake 
no trouble" la oonneotlon with It. ORKNnuiy 1 has In wind to isms the ex- 
pulsion order ss soon as possible, allowing the men one week la which to 
settle their affairs and leave the country* It Is not planned to eaoort 
thee te a border station, but to allow them to males their way te a o leasing, 
point In a Western sons ms best they oan*

the basis that URBAN and FHOKLICH are Hetman oltlsens, and that KASCHKA is a 
Volksdeutsoher from the Sudetaalaad* Accordingly, ho la ado to hold teem 
legally — as foreigners — on this admittedly vague charge.
